mo ney m etal" H e declared h im self hearti­ 
ly in fav o r o f an internatio nal agreem ent 
o n the silv er questio n if it co uld 
be 
reached, but said that he tho ught this 
co untry w as large eno ugh to stand alo ne. 
T he address w as co nfined entirely to the 
silv er questio n, and was ngreeted w ith 
much applause by the audience. 
Ills Audience W as W ith Him. 
In Its dem o nstratio ns the au dience w as 
typically silv erite. 
Go v erno r 
disco urse was 
punctured 
w ith 
queries 
fro m m en w ho m the silv er questio n m o v ed 
to ejaculatio ns. 
“ H o w abo ut bo ndho ld­ 
ers? ” 
“ W ho pay taxes? ” 
“ Giv e It to the 
rich. Go v erno r.” “ Tell abo ut 1873, J o hn ” 
These, w ith o ther w ell m eant indo rse­ 
m ents and suggestio ns, w ere again and 
again sho uted. 
The go v erno r at great 
length rev iewed the histo ry o f finance, 
panics and their cause, the greenback issue 
during the war. the dem o netizatio n o f sil­ 
v er in 1873, the beginning o f the m o v e­ 
m ent in fav o r o f a single standard, the 
ratio betw een go ld and silv er and its 
changes, and quo ted the o pinio ns o f finan­ 
ciers in Am erica and Euro pe o n the rela­ 
tiv e v alues o f the tw o m etals and the 
causes o f stringency in the m o ney m arket. 
The G o v erno r’s P latfo rm stated. 
The go v erno r finally go t to a statem ent 
o f his o w n po sitio n o n the questio n which 
Is as fo llo w s: 
“ 1 fav o r the im m ediate re­ 
sto ratio n o f the free co inage o f bo th go ld 
and silv er acco rding to the o ld standard, 
and I believ e if this is achiev ed the ratio 
questio n w ill be so lv ed. 
B ut I say to all 
men let us defeat this go ld standard and 
m ake it po ssible fo r o ur co untry to again 
pro sper, and if yo u can suggest so m ething 
better than the o ld standard do so . 
There 
are men who w ant an internatio nal agree­ 
m ent and I am in hearty acco rd w ith 
them if w e can get it. But this m igthy na­ 
tio n canno t fo rev er sit in the dum ps and 
wait fo r o ther natio ns which are just as 
badly o ff to co m e and pull us o ut. 
W e 
m ust reliev e o ur peo ple whether the o ther 
natio ns co m e o r no t. 
As to th e ltatio To lie Ado pted. 
“ I believ e that if an internatio nal agree­ 
m ent is ev er m ade it w ill be o n a basis o f 
15Vi, to 1, as that was the ratio which fo r- 
m erlv existed in nearly all co untries o f the 
wo rld, and which wo rked so satisfacto rily 
fo r 200 years." 
Speaking o f the effect o f 
the alleged destructio n o f half the w o rld’s 
mo ney Go v erno r A ltgeld said: 
“ If the 
wo rld no w has o nly half the m o ney it fo r­ 
merly had then it m ust fo llo w that either 
the w o rld’s wo rk m ust be do ne fo r half 
the fo rmer price o r else o nly half so m uch 
wo rk can be do ne. 
In either ease the m en 
w ho d o th e wo rk w ill bo ruined, fo r in o ne 
case they m ust wo rk fo r half pay and in 
the o ther there w ill be tw o men fo r each 
jo b. 
A nd as the debts, interests, taxes 
and o ther fixed charges hav e no t l>o en 
lo wered, and w ill abso rb nearly all the

EXERCISES FOR T H E TH RO AT. 


A liranch of Physical C ulture Not Often 
Touched On. 
The chronic sore throat is not infro- 
qneiitly produced l y the misuse of the 
v ocal orgiuis. 
Yon often that unruly 
little mom tier, the tongue, is accounta­ 
ble for the difficulty, as if is for a great 
many other troubles in this transitory 
life. 
Many people hav e a habit when 
talking of pushing the tongue so far 
back against the delicate membranes 
that line the threat that irritation more 
or loss painful is caused, and if it con­ 
tinues any length of time ulcers will 
form, and so will a doctor’s bill. 
Control of the tongue is excellent in 
all senses of the word. 
Physically this 
organ may bo managed by depressing it 
into a hollow at a point three-quarters 
of an inch back of where the tip of it 
comes when in a natural position in the 
mouth and at the same time singing 
v ery light head toms. 
This exercise 
requires some patience at first, but the 
habit of keeping the tongue down is 
soon acquired. 
In speaking or singing 
it should not be allowed to hv xip up and 
fill the mouth, thus interfering with 
the free passage of the tones iff the v oice 
from tlu1 throat to the front of the 
mouth, where they should strike and 
then escape clear as a bell. 
This hoop- 
ing upof the tongue in the mouth is the 
cause of much of the indistinct and 
slov enly utterances to which we arc too 
often obliged to listen. 
In many people we notice the lino 
from the point * f the chin to the noek 
is in the form » ff a right angle. 
In a 
shapely throat this line forms a curv e 
just :ts a canary’s does when the small 
yellow artist is warbling his carols. 
To dev elop the throat and make this 
angle a curv e, stand before a mirror so 
that you may watch the throat swell 
out. 
N"\v thrust your tongue out as far 
as it will go, then draw it back quickly 
and forcibly, at the same time bringing 
it downward in the mouth as far as you 
can. 
Place your thumb and forefinger 
against the larynx (commonly called 
the Adam’s apple), and if you arc mak­ 
ing the right mov ement you will feel 
the larynx pass downward. For a week 
or two make the mov ements lightly. 
After that time put as much force into it 
as you can. 
The exercise should be 
practiced for a few minutes sev eral 
times a day to insure rapid and good 
results. 
To fill up the hollows of the neck, 
stand correctly, and then slowly till tlu? 
lungs with air without elev ating your 
shoulders. 
As the air is forced upward 
into the throat hold it there a ft w sec­ 
onds and tlu u * xpxl slow ly. 
This exer­ 
cise is best ptTforuu <1 
ton after rising 
in the nu .ruing and l>efore retiring at 
night.—Now York Post.

Way means the entire 
road, and not som e part o f it. 
Wheel- 
way is better than wheel road for the 
same reason that driv eway is better than 
driv e road. It suggests recreation before 
utility.

At Fort Yuma, in the southwest cor­ 
n er of Ariz mi, life luid lon g been mon - 
( tcn ous, so we heard with much pleas­ 
ure that several ban d s of Apaches had 
“ jumped ” th :r reservation s an d were 
on th« * warpath. 
Preparation s were at 
«, ace begun in an ticipation of expected 
ord ers to r mid the In d ian s up. 
Soon

Next d ay, so n after an hour’s halt 
f; r d in n er, the scouts rep- rted an In d ian 
trail. 1 hurried f; rward to in spect it. It 
was a very plain on e, an d even to my 
un practiced rye it was evid en t that the 
ban d was much larger than we had ex­ 
pected to meet. 
I con clud ed that the 
several ban d s must, i v a precon certed 
plan , have con cen trated at 
e< me p .in t. 
1 was d elighted at this, for in stead «fi 
capturin g on e ban d I should capture all.

So 1 
than ked the sergean t for his thoughtful­ 
n ess an d at the same time men tally re­ 
solved that the n ext time I would listen 
to his ad vice. 
It d id n ot take lon g after I return ed 
to my post for the story to leak out. 
Bur it was a lon gtim e before they tired 
of tellin g how 1 captured a compan y of 
our own In d ian scouts.—Lieuten an t J. 
C. W. Brooks, U. S. A., in Youth’s 
Compan ion .

Fleuve St, Louis, Rio d el E.-p riru 
San to, Rio Esc« n d id o an d man y other 
n ames. The In d ian frfi* - that lived on 
its ban ks n an .- i n iff*-ren t se« *tioiis fi» 
please them selves an d it is said that 
from its source to its mouth it was orig­ 
in ally called ) y more than 100 n aira *% 
Some philologists d oubt tn e correctn ess 
of the tran slati' n s given ab >vo an d com­ 
mon ly received an d thin k the origin al 
word mean s ‘ ‘all the rivers of the earth. ” 


In the beautiful m< n th of May it is 
the n atural wish of ail of us to go out 
in to the wood s an d mead ows an d valleys 
to ramble amid the foliage an d flowers 
an d fragran ce of sprin g. Now, had you 
been on a certain big, white man -of- 
war in a certain mon th of May you 
r*ould have taken just such a ramble as 
Lieuten an t J. M. Ellieott, U. H. N ., 
tells m St. Nicholas that he d id , in the 
coun ty of Ken t, which En glishmen 
agree in callin g the “ Gard en of En g­ 
lan d . ” 
That big, white man -of-war 
steamed up the Thames un til on ly 25 
miles from Lon d on an d moored in the 
n arrowin g river almost within jumpin g 
d istan ce of the piers at the town of 
Gravesen d . 
Lieuten an t Ellieott says; “ We take 
the road for Rochester an d soon we are 
in a coun try lan e bord ered by hawthorn 
hed ges covered w ith their little bun ches 
of white flowers, fillin g all the air with 
a fragran ce that we breathe in w ith d e­ 
light. 
Through this we are led on an d 
on , w ith green mead ows at o ur left 
stretchin g away to the swift, busy 
Thames, an d on our right low, roun d ed 
hills an d slopin g an d risin g field s, some 
green w ith rye an d wheat, some red ­ 
d en ed w ith clover blossoms, an d some 
yellow w ith buttercups, all separated 
by the flowerin g, fragran t hawthorn 
hed ges an d risin g slowly to a d istan t 
rid ge of forest. ” 
On this “ great highway through 
K en t” Lieuten an t Ellieott passes Gad s- 
hill, that an cien t place of gad s or foot­ 
pad s on ce ao d read ed by pilgrims jour­ 
n eyin g to Can terbury an d merchan ts 
travelin g to Lon d on , but later famous 
as the home of Dickon s. 
The house in 
which the n ovelist lived is “ an old 
fashion ed house of ston e, with a little 
cupola on its roof, embowered in trees 
an d almost hid d en from the road by a 
high hed ge. ” 
A few paces farther on 
is the Sir Jolm Fabtaff tavern . 
At Cobhum village is the Leather 
Bottle tavern , to which resorted Mr. 
Pickwick, Mr. W in kle an d Mr. Sn od ­ 
grass. “ We pass thr ugh a n arrow hall 
an d are ushered in to a d ark, low oeil- 
in ged room. 
Here Dicken s used to sit 
an d stud y the guests. 
Hero, too, he 
mad e the Pickwick club to meet. 
The 
walls cf the room are n ow ad orn « <1 w ith 
Cruikshan k’s quain t sketchesi f Dicken s’ 
characters, with n ewspaper prin ts an d 
articles of the time an d with man y p« r- 
truitsof Dicken s an d his family. Stran ge­ 
ly en ough, the on ly two pictures in the 
room n et re latin g to Dicken s are por­ 
traits of the American aetri ss M iry A n ­ 
d erson . ” 
But most in terestin g of all is a spot 
m ar the W hite Post tavern on the Pel 
ham road at Gravesen d . 
“ Besid e the 
tavern is a little rectan gular yard , well 
covered with grass an d surroun d ed by a 
flower bord er, 
In the mid d le is a cir­ 
cular flower bed fill» d with white t ulq s, 
with a solitary rosebush in its emit« r. 
Nothin g further marks this spot, an d 
few kn ow that it has a special in terest. 
Yet un d er that sod is the tomb cf P<ca­ 
lc Tit as. 
“ In the parish register of old S t 
Marie’s church, which on ce stood there, 
is en tered : 
“ ‘1G17, Mary 21st. Rebecca Wrolffe, 
wyff of Thomas Wrolffe, G en t, a Vir­ 
gin ia Lad ye born e, was buried in ye 
chan ce 11. ’ 
“ There is a mistake in the n ame Thom­ 
as, for it should be John . 
‘M ary’ is old 
style for May. 
“ How stran ge was the fate of Poca­ 
hon tas, a savn ge maid en from the prime­ 
val forests of America, who d ied amon g 
the civilized white people she loved , far 
from the lan d of her birth. ” 


The G ran d son of G en eral G ran t.

In o ne o f the mo st serio us disputes 
the United States has had with Great 
Britain o ver a bo undary questio n a Vir­ 
ginian bo re the mo st pro minent part in 
preventing British encro achment. 
We 
refer to the San J uan island incident. 
The Virginian was Captain Geo rge E. 
Pickett o f the United States army, aft­ 
erward General Pickett o f the Co nfed­ 
erate army. 
In 1856, during the disa­ 
greement anentthe no rthwest bo undary, 
Captain Pickett, with 60 men, was o r- 
to o ccupy the island, and Sir 
J ames Do uglass sent three British war­ 
ships to eject him fro m his po sitio n. 
Pickett bade defiance to thin sho w o f 
fo rce, 
threatening to fire upo n any 
tro o ps that attempted to land fro m the 
vessels, and a clash o f arms was o nly 
prevented by the timely arrival o f the 
British admiral, by who se o rders the 
matter o f endeavo ring to take po ssessio n 
o f the island vi o t armiswas po stpo ned. 
Subsequently Pickett was re-enfo rced 
and the danger o f ho stilities blew o ver. 
Fo r hia co nduct o n this o ccasio n Captain 
Pickett was highly co mplimented by 
General Harney, and the legislature o f 
Washingto n territo ry passed reso lutio ns 
o f thanks to him.— Richmo nd Dispatch. 


Ilo w to Make a H andle Stick. 
Handles will get lo o se, do what yo u 
will, says The Wheel, and so me time 
o r o ther they will part co mpany with 
the bar. Fo rty ways to cement them o n 
have been explo ited as many different 
times in tho co lumns o f the wheel pa­ 
pers, but the average sticker o n o f han­ 
dles makes the mistake o f smearing the 
! cement o ver the handle bar instead o f 
placing it inside the handle, the co nse­ 
quence being that tho handlo when 
fo rced o n, pushes up tho cement, which 
fo rms in an unsightly ring ro und the 
end o f the bundle. The pro per way is to

o r cellulo id, and push the handle o n.
